FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.95 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.95  for  February  1960  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order. 
The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  differential  of  7  cents  for  each  one 
tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  mini¬ 
mum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Comparison  of  producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  with  January  receipts  shows  daily 
production  increased  by  2.25  percent  and  9.4  percent  increase  over  February  1959. 
Daily  herd  production  is  almost  100  pounds  per  day  more  than  February  1959,  but  the 
number  of  producers  has  decreased  by  95.  The  reduction  in  producers  has  been  gradual 
over  the  past  year  and  is  in  direct  relation  to  the  change-over  from  can  shippers  to 
bulk  tank  shippers  with  several  can  shippers  dropping  out  rather  than  convert  to  bulk 
tank. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  in  January  1960  were  slightly  less  than  the  year  before,  whereas  in 
February  they  are  slightly  higher  than  February  of  the  previous  year.  One  factor 
that  can  have  an  effect  on  these  sales  statistics  are  the  every  other  day  delivery 
and  the  number  of  week-ends  in  any  particular  month.  Another  factor  affecting 
Class  I  sales  could  be  the  elimination  of  a  pool  handler  by  the  pool  plant  provisions 
in  the  order,  whereby  one  month  the  handler  would  be  a  pool  plant  handler  and  the 
next  month  on  a  compensatory  basis. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  March  1960  delivery  period  will  be  $3.96  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to 
the  average  price  of  the  12  condenseries  in  February  ($3.12)  and  subtracting  the 
supply-demand  adjustment  of  6  cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  April 
1960  delivery  period  will  also  be  a  minus  6  cents.  This  is  derived  from  dividing 
the  January  and  February  Class  I  sales  by  the  January  and  February  producer  receipts 
and  comparing  this  percentage  (73%,)  with  the  percentage  stated  in  the  order  of  76%,. 
The  difference  multiplied  by  2  gives  the  supply-demand  adjustment.
